keenly felt," the majority report says. 


'•Industry and trade in the United 


States is at a low ebb. This indus- 
trial depression is the inevitable re- 
sult of the offering of foreign goods 
upon the American 
market at less 


than the American cost of produc- 
tion." 
' Prediction was made that the du- 
ties on farm products as carried in 
the bill would become the "magna 
charta" for the perpetuation of Amer- 
ican standards of living and be the 
forerunner of uniform and universal 
prosperity. 
"This is an ail-American tariff on a 


normal basis," the report says. 


'Would Help Farmer 


"When the farmer needs tbs protec- 


tion of the tariff, his need is very 
serious. 
"The best service a protective tariff 


can render ths farmer is first, to ef- 
fect a stabilization of his industry 
and of the prices received for his 
products so far as legislation can ac- 
complish this and to secure a steady, 
normal and reasonable return rather 
than to have periods of high prices 
followed by periods of acute distress 
similar to that through which wo are 
now passing and caused by a flood of 
imports of competitive products pro- 
duced at a much lower cost than our 
growers can produce them; and, sec- 
ond, keep down the prices of the 
things he buys."

Regarding wood 
pulp and news- 


print, the report says: 


"The paper schedule, removes from 


the dutiable list wood 
pulp of all 


kinds and standard newsprint. The 
American consumption both of pulp 
and standard newspaper newsprint is 
greatly in excess of our production. 
It is therefore logical in the interests 
of conservation and suitable supply 
that these articles should be upon the 
free list. Sufficient authority is given 
the president to protect American in- 
terests should any discrimination be 
shown against us by foreign nations."

"Rates of duties are proposed," ths 


report states, "which will permit the 
products of American labor to com- 
pete with foreign goods in the Ameri- 
can market without sacrificing the 
standards of the living."

on chemical oils and paints is 25 per 
cent advaloreum. 
The embargo on 


dyestuffs which can now be made in 
this country, is justified on the ground 
that the development of the dye in- 
dustry is necessary to na.tiona.1 de- 
fense. The report says "utterly un- 
scrupulous as the German syndicate 
was before the war when its supre- 
macy was 
uncontested, practicing 


ruthlessly every form of corrupt and 
unfair competition known to com- 
merce, it is inevitable that in the al- 
most immediate future when instead 
of safe supremacy it faces possible 
destruction, it will attack all compe- 
titors with reckless disregard of busi- 
ness decency.

He declared that it will never 
be determined definitely whether con- 
gress can declare peace with Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary until the 
high court passes on the question.

whose property was seized by alien 
property custodian during the war, or 
may arise through other suits which 
would hinge on the date of official 
peace,-Flood said. 
The Germans, it is known, are plan- 


ning a big legal drive against the fed- 
eral government to regain their pro- 
perty. The peace resolution recently 
signed by the president confirms all 
the seizures, penalties and fines af- 
fecting these interests. 


Hundreds of lawyers in New York 


have been retained by the Germans to 
fight for the property and the first 
suits probably will be to set aside the 
sales to American citizens which 'were 
made by the alien property custodian 
under the authority of an act of con- 
gress. These sales involved many of 
the invaluable dye patents, which are 
now in the hands of Americans.

in congress the supreme court never 
has passed directly on whether peace 
can be effected by congressional de- 
claration.

"Here are some of the reasons why 


you should rejoice that you live in 
beautiful and healthful Appleton. 
1 "First, the wonderful site in the fer- 
tile valley of the Fox located on the 
high banks of this majestic rH-er, 
noted for its unsurpassed scenery and 
its great water powers—the former 
fact so important to your permanent 
•beauty, the latter so fundamental to 
• the growth of a great industrial city. 
By the way, no city can be great with- 
o* industries and commerce. Second, 
your city is widely known as a great 
educational center for in addition to 
,flne elementary schools, including a 
, splendid vocational school, you have 
your famous Lawrence college, fulfill 
ing your needs for higher education.

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PEACE FOB, IRELAND IN SIGHT 
Affairs in Ireland appear to be moving 


with dramatic speed. The failure to bring 
about a conference between President De 
Valera of the Irish republic. 
Sir James 


Craig, the Ulster premier, and Prime Min- 
ister Lloyd George, at the latter's solici- 
tation, did not end the possibilities of a 
peaceful solution of the Irish problem. On 
the contrary the overtures for a settle- 
ment are continuing and peace now seems 
nearer in sight than ever before. 
After 


700 years of strife. Ireland seems about 
to realize complete autonomy and possibly 
complete independence. 


Conferences in Dublin, in which De Va- 


lera has made his first public- appearance 
in mouths, have resulted in a frank ex- 
pression of cheerfulness on the part of 
fiinn Feiners, while at the same time a 
spirit of hopefulness exists in London, as 
General Smuts, spokesman and mediator 
for Lloyd George, departs on his mission 
to Ireland involving momentous conse- 
quences 
The most propitious phase of 


these developments is the spirit of con- 
ciliation and friendliness which seems to 
prevail. Xo one can undertake at this 
time to say what the basis, much less the 
details, 
of a peaceful 
understanding 


miffht contain, suffice it to say that the 
great forces of conciliation have tempo- 
rarily displaced the forces of antagonism 
and that there is excellent reason for be- 
lieving that the long struggle is about to 
be terminated to the satisfaction of both 
north and south Ireland and to the Brit- 
ish government itself. 


News of the progress of the conferences 


and negotiations will be received with tre- 
mendous interest in the United States. 
where the political fortunes and aspira- 
tions of no people on the face of the earth 
have so engaged American sympathy and 
concern as the persistent and courageous 
fight of Ireland for liberty.

AMERICAN TROOPS IN GERMANY 
In a speech delivered at Marion, Ohio, 


August 28th. 1920. 
President Harding 


said "I have no expectation whatever of 
finding it necessary or advisable to nego- 
tiate a separate peace treaty with Ger- 
many. '' In his first message to .congress 
President Harding appeared to confirm 
this view by stating his belief that the 
government 
would find it advisable to 


"engage under the existing treaty'1 with 
modifications and reservations. The pas- 
sage by congress of the joint peace resolu- 
tion has not helped to solve the problem 
of how in reality to make peace with Ger- 
many. Present indications are that there 
will be special treaties negotiated, entire- 
ly separate from the Versailles treaty. 


During the progress of the campaign in 


a speech at Des Moines Mr. Harding said 
with reference to the American troops in 
the occupied portions of Germany: "They 
haven't any business there, and just as 
soon as we declare formal peace we can 
be sure they will be coming home as they 
ought to come." Formal peace has now 
been declared by congress but the ques- 
tion is still unsettled as to whether to 
withdraw American troops, some 12,000 
of which are still in Germany.

pression 
has yet come 
from the "White 


house as to whether or when the order for 
withdrawal will be issued, and there is now 
talk in congress of passing a resolution 
ordering tiie secretary of war to bring the 
troops home. 


In the meantime, the advisability of re- 


taining the troops there until questions at 
issue between Germany and the United 
States growingLout of the war are definite- 
ly settled by separate treaty of by ''en- 
gaging under the existing treaty." and of 
giving the allies that moral assistance in 
completing the terms of peace which the 
presence of our troops contributes, press- 
es for consideration. All of which illus- 
trates the fact that the responsibilities of 
the presidency are bringing home to Mr. 
Harding and his able eabinet the fact that 
campaign declarations were more easily 
made than fulfilled, and that the exigen- 
cies of making peace are far m'ore diffi- 
cult and complicated, and more far reach- 
ing in their consequences, than the then 
opposition realized.

CHRONIC 


Describing acute laryngitis the other day I men- 


tioned that the larynx houses the vocal cords *nd 
that these two elastic cords assume different posi- 
tions (approximated or separated) and different ten- 
sions under the control of half a dozeo little pairs of 
muscles inside the "Adam's apple." 


Chronic inflammation of the larynx is commonly 


associated with some chronic, perhaps unrecognized 
.esion of the nasal passages or of a nasal sinus, and 
.s prone to develop in public speakers and singers 
who are not well trained in the proper use of the 
voice or who indulge in tobacco. 
Tobacco smoke, 


the dust of such industries as stone cutting, mats* 
working and milling, and sometimes irritating fumes 
0'- gases in chemical industries, are common predis- 
posing causes of chronic laryngitis. About one-thlrd 
of the patients having tuberculosis of the lungs de- 
velop tuberculous laryngitis secondarily, although 
through the popular policy of procrastination it oft- 
en happens that the laryngitis brings the patient 
to the physician before toe existence of the lung tu- 
berculosis is established. About one in each twelve 
cases of chronic laryngitis is tuberculous. 


It is in this form of prolonged laryngitis that the 


voice tires quickly and grows husky when used for 
a little while, growing weaker with any prolonged 
effort and perhaps failing entirely if the effort is 
-:ept up. Visible thickenings of the covering epithe- 
um of the vocal cords, or^ pronounced "nodes" 


thereon develop if the voice is not given a long rest, 
and these seriously impair the singing or speaking 
voice or quite destroy it, according to their situa- 
tion. Besides tuberculosis, another systemic infec- 
tion common in all classes and conditions may be 
responsible for a»chronic laryngitis, and that is 
syphilis, at least one-tenth of all cases of which, we 
should never forget, are as innocently acquired as 
any other disease can be. 
I hope the reader will not fall to notice that I 


lave not dragged in the meaningless and misleading 
term "catarrhal" in discussing these upper respira- 
tory conditions. The only reason why I have omitted 
:hat term is because there is no such condition as 
'catarrhal" or "catarrh" outside of the come-on 
circulars and other bait of the humbug long-distance 
diagnostician and main-order "specialist." It may 
je true that an occasional mossback medical test- 
book writer (a lot of pretty punk doctors manufac- 
ture text books) works in the "catarrhal" evasion 
to cover his general incompetence, but that need not 
:oncern anybody in need of medical advice or treat- 
ment. "Catarrh" is on a par with "taking coH" 
or "contracting a heavy cold"—no doctor today 
would venture to offer any such buncombe as an ex- 
planation of any illness, when speaking to a medical 
audience—though I believe it is still legal tender 
with the unenlightened laity. 


There is no self-treatment indiscriminately help- 


ful for chronic laryngitis, save prolonged rest of the 
voice and avoidance of the irritants mentioned. 
Careful medical examination of the nose, throat 
and chest is necessary to arrive at an accurate 
diagnosis, and appropriate treatment may then be 
applied for the individual case.

municipal swimming pool, Arthur J. 
Hall, chemist 
in -charge of the city 


filtration plant comes forward with 
the 
suggestion 
that the old city 


pumping plant be converted into a 
pool. 


At present the old plant is of no 


use and is falling into decay. Mr. 
Hall believes that with comparative- 
ly little alteration it could be made 
into a first class swimming' pool. He 
points-out that its location is ideal 
insofar- as practicability and supervi- 
sion is concerned. Its nearness to the 
new pool would make it possible for 
one person to supervise both places 
if this were deemed necessary. 


More than 500 people are using the 


present pool daily and it is believed 
that 1,000 more would avail them- 
selves of its use if there were ade- 
quate facilities. There are only 65 
dressing booths however, and it has 
been 
necessary 
for two people to 


share each booth since the present 
spell of hot weather began. 
In this 


way 130 people can use the pool at 
once but it is too crowded to be 
comfortable. 


With the one pool it is also neces- 


sary to alternate swimming* days for 
men and boys and women and girls. 
This program prevents the "daily 
dip" that many people would like to 
indulge in. 
Construction of another 


pool would solve this problem as the 
men and boys could use one pool and 
the women and girls the other. An- 
other objection to the one pool is 
that no accommodation is provided for 
small children. Every day. children 
between the ages of 4 and 8 come to 
the pool and must plunge in with the 
older ones and be subjected to the 
thoughtlessness 
of some of them. 


Besides this, the pool is too 'deep for 
the small children. 


There has been talk for some time 


of constructing .a ne\v poul. It has 
been suggested that the city build a 
pool somewhere 
on the northeast 


side of the city. 
People from that 


district would have the pool nearer 
but the program of alternate days 
would be in effect just as Tvith the 
present pool. It would be more diffi- 
cult for the pumping plant 
officials 


to keep in touch with the needs at 
the pool if it were located on the 
other side of the city. 


Those who are enthusiastically ad- 


vocating construction of a new pool, 
however, declare that its popularity 
would not depend upon its location 
as people would be willing to travel 
some distance to use it. It is likely 
that if definite action is taken toward 
the construction of a new pool, the 
suggestion 
Mr. T^ill has made will 


receive serious consideration.

purposes are "cussing-"- the legislature 
for mussing up the dope. 
After 


weary hours studying1 the measure- 
ments of fish, the kinds of birds that 
can or cannot be shot and .how many, 
tho nimroda have learned that the 
durned solons came through the aes- 
sion with enough changes for a 
win^rs course in learning' how to 
duck the game wardens or keep out 
of court. 


An angler who drops a hook be- 


neath the surface of the waters of a 
Wisconsin trout stream between Sep- 
tember 1 and April 30 will be nabbed 
for Us fun. This is the new closed 
season. 


Black bass now have permission to 


leave their watery domain 15 days 
earlier than usual. The season opens 
June 15 instead of July 1. except in 
Big Green Lake, where it still is July 
1. The minimum size of muskellongo 
to be caught has been increased from 
24 inches to "10 pounds or 34 inches." 


Any bind peacefully roosting on the 


waters now reposes in perfect safety 
—if tho law is obeyed. Penalties are 
provided for shooting1 at aquatic fowl 
with a rifle when the birds are resting 
on the surface of the lake, or on the 
ice. 


Nobody who has the misfortune to 


live in a state where hunting and 
fishing ure unknown can duck into 
tho Badger state now for a week or 
ten days and gobble up a lot of good 
game or fish that ought to belong 
here 
The legislature decreed that 


"settler's hunting licenses" may be 
issued now Only to persons who have 
lived in the state at least 80 days, 
and who have taken up residence 
therein. 


D<x>r hunters won't have to try to 


measure the horns of a promising 
looking buck from a distance of 100 
feet to half a milo beforo taking a 
shot. They/-never did, 'tis true, and 
this perhaps brought a change m tho 
law. It now says "one buck less than 
one year old." The law does not say 
it will be necessary to walk up to tho 


buck and examine his teeth to deter- 
mine the age. Here are the high 
spots in the revised deer laws: 


"There has been no change in the 


open counties for deer hunting. The 
price of deer tags has been raised 
from 10 to 2 & cents. The open season 
has been changed to ten days from 
Nov.

The wording1 of 
the law has been changed from "one 
buck with horns not less than 3 
inches in length" to "one buck not 
less than one year old." Loaded fire- 
arms may not be carried in the 
counties open for deer hunting for a 
period of five days before the season 
opens; that is, from Nov. 8 to Nov. 
12, inclusive. Firearms in deer hunt- 
ing counties in this penod must be 
in a carrying case, or else knocked 
down."

Old Spinning Wheel Days 


Preserved By Woman Of 73 


All the memories of colonial days 


when there were no textile factories 
are not lost to Mrs. Henry Tage, town 
of Center, who celebrated her seven- 
ty-third birthday anniversary Mon- 
day. Just as the -women sat at their 
spinning wheels busily engaged July 
4, 1776 when the Declaration of Inde 
pendence first was signed, so Mrs. 
Tage, on this great day which marks 
her birthday, preserves this art and 
symbol of thrift which today has hard- 
ly no place in civilization except in 
history books and museums. 


Mrs. Tago may be seen sitting in the 


living room of her home almost any 
day of the 
summer 
treading 
her 


wheel, making woolen 
yarn. 
She 


knows she can buy it from the stores 
with only a small outlay of cashr but 
she lovos her occupation and believes 
this daily thrift will keep her from 
being "put on the shelf," as becomes 
the lot of those who are idle. Many 
residents of the community ask her to 
make them some of the sturdy yarns 
which characterized tho home-made 
garments of former days. 


This alert, -busy woman lays aside 


her wheel in winter and takes up her 


knitting needles, making socks, stock- 
ings, sweaters, 
mittens 
and other 


woolen articles. In other words, she 
handles %vool from the sheep's bock 
to the finished product without the 
multiplicity of trade channels and 
manufacturing practices which mark 
the clothing industry of the present 
day. 


Times have changed indeed, Mrs. 


Tage believes. People in this wooded 
locality of the sixties would shear 
their sheep and spin the yarn and 
thread for their own garments. To- 
day woolen and knitting mills dot the 
Fox River valley, turning out hun- 
dreds of articles of clothing- in a day 
with modern machinery. The factory 
has reversed the interest of the people 
as its place became established. A 
woolen or knitting mill was at first 
a curiosity and the home spinning 
wheel the commonplace. Now there 
are few who ever saw a 
spinning 


wheel at work and the sight of one is 
a curiosity. Mrs. Tage's home there- 
fore is a center of interest to those 
who peer through her front door and 
watch her deft fingers pass the wool 
to. the wheel and twist the substance 
into yarn.
